Lendon, Dec. 25.—* Lord Salisbury’s refusal to
pend a Minister to Washington excites little in-
terest in Ameriea,” savs & New-York dispatch.
Mr. Godkin is quoted as authority for this opinion.
He was quoted not long ngo (he keeps the oor-
respondent in his ofice) as suying that Mr. Blaine
would not. be received at the Court of St. James
s American Minister. e expects the Government
of Great Britain to seek the basis of its inter-
pational policy in the personal and partisan en-
mities of a disappointed politician in New-York.
Mr. Godkin's authority as prophet has, perhaps,
been shghtly impaired by the result of the Presi-
dential clection. Still, it is here taken for
granted that no American would, or could, come
abroad as Minister without his approval, nor is it
the least likely that Lord Salisbury would send a
British Minister to Washington if Mr. Godkin does
pot want one. 'The action, or rather Inaction, of
the Foreign Office is deemed by Furopean diplo-
matiste & marked affront to America. They will
be puzzled when they hear that Mr. Godkin is
itisposed to condone this oftence. All the preo-
edents, traditions, customs and susceptibilities of
European diplomacy are in the other geale, but Mr.
Godkin's indifference may outweigh them all. If
he does mot care for the homor of hid adopted
country, why should mere native-born Amerieans
be sensitive about such a trifle.  They do not, ac-
cording to him. care one straw whether the va-
paney is filled now or six months henoce.

This is & pure Chiness view. The apinion of the
civilized world is nothing to the Celestinls. Tler-
hape it is nothing to us: still it is well to know
exactly what the opinion of the pivilized world is
We can then judge the hetter whether to dospise

§t or not. I repeat, therefore, that there is but one |

opinien in Europe; there is not a diplomatist or
statesman who does not regnrd with amazement
the sluggish supineness the American Government
pave thus far shown in this matter. It has long
been elear that Lord Salisbury did not mean that
there ghould be another British Minister at Wash-
jngton during Mr. Oleveland’s Administrotion.  He
has successfully evaded repeated questions in
Parlinment, but his answer 1o Lord Dunraven in
the House of Lords is considered equivalent to a
flat refusal to appoint a suceessor 1o Lord Sack-
ville. Buch a refusal is the perfeetly well-known
method of expressing diplomatic resentment. 1t
wonld be followed in any European country by the
jmmedinte withdrawal of the Ambassador or Min-
jster representing in Great Pritain the Power to
whom such an affront was offered. If the United
States do not withdraw theirs they will be held 1o
have pocketed Lord Salishury's provoeation. To
keep Mr. Phelps here is to signify the assent of
Mr. Cleveland's Administration to an act intended
to inflict a humiliation on his country. It di-
minishes, pro tante, the prestge and dignity of
America in Earope. If we show ourselves eareless
in a matter of honor, we forfeit some pa rt. of that
reputation which 15 most precious and most profit-
able ta every Nation in ifs dealings with other
Nations. All we have to do now to set ourselves
right is to recall Mr Phelps, Tf we let him stay
in London while England keeps her Legation at
Washington empty, we invite Earope to offer us o
mortification that will be less easy to rebufl. It
is for the President to choose hetween these alternn-
tives. I am not pleading for a pojiey of pussion
or petulance, 1 do prese for n demonstration of
American self-respect. An American Minister in
London to-day is an anachronism and a supertinity.
America for the present will be best represented by
g shut door.

The prorogation of Parliament may be described
as an sct universally popular. It has been an
eventfn] session. Tiwo measures of grent magni-
tude and importance, the Local Government bitl
gnd the Conversion of the National Debt, have
been carried; so have several of less importance,
but still important. Many more have been
throttled by systematio ebstruction. The Queen's
speech is thought optimistic in tone, espeoially
with reference to foreign relations, * Note," ories
“The Daily News” with flippant exultation,
“ the specch expresses no hope that Mr. Cham-
berlain's treaty be ratified. The fanlt of Mr
Chamberlan’s treaty was in making 100 good
a bargain for England.” This expression of
English delight in this failure is & good enough
measare of the Gladstonian hatred of the treaty
maker.

Lord Rosehery's last gpeech at Alrdrie rises
jn ope point well above the fannticism ol his

mosy radical friends. e rejoices over the sue-
cess 8t Suakim, “ becsuse,” 1o use Lis own words,

“we must always follow the British flag
wherever it may wave” *No” exclnima the
* not

most fanatical of all the so-ealledl Litwrals,
aunless I think the war just and pecessary . other-
wise it is better 1o be beaten.” Lord Raosehery
will be the next Liberal Fereign Minister.
Jmagine him conducting foreign affairs on those
lines. He is, however, advauncing further and
further slong that road which leads to disunion.
His appeals in behalf of the policy he supports
are appeals to sectional feeling, appeals 1o Scot-
Jand, 1o Wales, even to sections of England, to
oppose other sections of England, More than
that, he invokes Scottish unanimity In order
that Seotland may hold the balance in the
doubtful counsels of the Empire. When once
that doctrine has been carried to its Jogioal
conclusion the Empire will have ceased to eXist
The policy thus advocated is the policy of the
dissecting-ronm.

With Sir Frederick Pellock passes away an-
other figure belonging to & past generation. He
was & man of talents, of gome accomplishments.
eminently respectable, kindly, amiahle and aon-
tent with an honorable post in legal adminis-
trations, and with the general esteem of his own

circle,

Mr. Leurence Oliphant’s death has heen long
expected and is deplored by irnumerable friends,
Nobody was more popular; perhips nohody ever
ghowed himself more indifferent to society or
was ever more heartily weleomed when he chose
to0 return to it Tis cecentricities were forgot-
ten in his sincerity, nis admirnble gifts, his
charm of character, his generosity, his genjus
even.

ANOTHER MISSISSTPPI STEAMER LOST AND
THIRTY LIVES SACRIFICED.

A CITRISTMAS MORNING HORROR AT PLAQUE-
MINE, LA-THE JOHN H. HANNA BURNS
10 THE WATER'S EDGE-PEOPLE ROAST- §
ED OR DROWNED LIEE RATS—
HEARTRENDING BCENES.

New Orleans, Dee. 25.—The steamhoat John
H. Hanna, from Ouachita River, with a large
number of passengers and a eargo of 2,500 hales
of cotton on board, wns hurned last night at
Plaquemine. It was stated at first that of the
tundred people on hoard not more than fourteen
eseaped, but it s believed now that the loss
of lite will not exeeed thirty. Those known te
be lost are as follows:

"It was just hefore Christmas day was being
ushered in that the fine steamer was coming down
the river,  Several of the passengets were seated
in the eabin haviog » merry time and with no
thought of the impending eatastrophe, Many
of the erew and passengers were asleep when the
flee broke out and spread with indeseribable
rupidity.  The details of the sufferings and death
of some of the passengers are harrowing in the
extrems.  The bhout had reached a point which
wis but a short distanse above the town when
@ negeo ponstabont near the boiler-room ran out
to the deels and shouted that the boat wns on
fire.  John Cullen, a stoker, wns near the place
ut the time, and secing the flames bursting forth
from the hig tiers of entton near the boiler, ran
Iastily to the engne-room nnd gnve the alarm.

Engineer Merriman took in the situation at a
glanee and ot once sounded the alsrm by blowing
the steam whistle and ringing the hell. In an
instant, certainly in a much shorter time theaa it
tukes to explain it, the flames shot through the
eabin and over the sides of the cotton, envelop-
Ing the entire boat in fire, Clerk Powell was
upstairs at the time and when he saw the flames
he heroienlly ran throngh the smoke which filled
the eabin and tried to arouse the sleeping people.
He kicked st the doors and in a short time
nlmest evervbody wns awake, Then confusion
worse eonfounded appeared, and frantic people
on the boat ran to different exits to malke their
esenpe, bt the boat was piled high with edtton,
and the pnssneewnys were filled with
Many dropped betore they were able to get to
the forward part of the hoat, and were dead
when the steamer went down,

FLAMES SWEEP THROUGH THE BOAT.

As soon as the fire was discovered” Engineer
Merriman st the stenni pomps working and
tried to hattle with the flames, but the fire
swept thronugh the beat like & hlaze on & prairie
and the engine-room wis soon fn flames, Then
to add further to the consternation, s steam pipe
bupst and fillod the plice with sealding steam.
Engineer Merriman was forced to abandon bis
post, and he oand the stokers and others ran to
the sides of the bout and climbed throngh pell-
mell in order to save their lives.  As soon as the
smoke and fames began to  shoot the sides
of the bhoat, Captain  Jolles, the  pilot,
swung the wheel around and headed the boat for
the shore. A full head of steam was on ot the
time and the boat was soon run into the bank.
Befors she did so, however, she was doomed.  All
of her timher was then furiously burning, When
the Hanna struek the bunk she bounded away
ngain anid swang around, drifting down as she
burned.  Then Captain Jolles jumped ont over
the cotton hales, and, springing out into the
river, swam ashore.

AN AWFUL BCENE FROM THE BANE.

The sight wis & weind one, viewed from the
bank, and the town was sroused,  Floating oot
ton, oharred timber sod other debris filled the
river, und mony people were struggling despere
ately in the water for their lives,  Some of
them wera able to swim ashore, but most of
them were so badly burned or so thoroughly ex-
hausted that they struggled but a few moments
and sank to rise no more.

As the bmrning hoat struck the bank of the

piver the erew and  passengers who  had
wen  ahle  to reach the forwnrd end of
the hoat sprang  ashore, some of them  with

searched faces and brulsed limbs, and many of
them with seareely any covering.  Among those
who managed to got off were Captain Holmes
and “ Dol Smith, the unfortunate pilot of the
il-fated White, who was a passenger.
were Durned nigh unto death, and the story of
the manner in which they suffered is most heart-
reniling.  When the eaptain jumped ashore he was
woreibly burned, and in his fruntic desire to he
relieved from the pain he was suffering he buried
his face and hands in the soft mud and beggedl
most piteously for some one to help him. Smith
wis jnst behind and was Inid ont by the side
of the dying eaptain. Nothing eould be done
for the sulering men and the two died together
on the river hanl.

" Plaguemine was not slumbering when the fire
hroke out and when male
that the Hanna was burning almost the entire
town flocked to the river bank and watehed the
vessel burn,  The strugeling unfortunates who
reached the shore were taken ear of and dostors
anid others eame to their assistance and tried to
allevinte their sufferings. The City and Central
Hotels and private honses threw open their
doors to the 1-fated peaple, and fed and elothed
them untfl this morning.

FIERCE FIRES ON CHRISTMAS.

THREE ACRES OF GROUND BURNED OVER
IN CINCINNATL

FACTORIFS, DWELLINGS AND FREIGHT-CARS
DERTROYED—TOTAL LOSS OVER £800,000—
ERVENTY-FIVE PAMILIES HOMELEES.

Cinennat!, Dee. 25.—There was a great fire In Clo-
cinnatf to-day. It began at 8:30 In the morning, and
purned to ashes factorles and dwelllngs covering thres
| weres of ground, The fire started at Budd and
Harriet sts., In the rops works of the Charles 0
Jacobs Cordage Company. It spread rapldly in this
bullding, In which tow and other material fed the
flames that soon extended to the large stable of the
works and to the platform of the Clncinnat, Hamil
ton and Dayton Rallroad, the track of which rat
alongsida the rope walk for over 1300 feet. Boun
the eight box and four flat cars on the raliroad
were burning, aod the fir had extended over &
great area,  Though the weather was calm, the in-
tonen heat of the wooden bufldings sent the flames
wounding tnto the timberyanl of the Detts Btreot
Furpitume Company, where furniture worth $75,000
was turned to ashes. By this time the heat was al-
most unbearable. Sooner than It takes to write the
words, the factory of the Central Farniturs Association
with Its contents, worth #75,000, was ablaze, doomed
to destraction, and the Queen City Twine Company's
factory, worth $30,000, was a minute later in flames.

From these the flres spread to adjacent dwellings
‘fwo briek dwellings In Budd-st, the property of
Charles H. Jaacobs, worth 15,000, wers destroyed.
A thresstory brick bullding In Budd-st., belonging to
Harry Mayberry and worth $6,000, was burned to the
ground. Two frame dwellings in Budd-st. wore also
burned.

The flames destroyed abont twenty tenement and
dwelling houses, and nearly soventy-five familics lost
thair all. As the flames lleked up bullding after
bullding, the npeighburbwod became demoralized, and
peraves ving & square away from the main body of
e fite carded ont and threw away thelr housebold
affects they knaw not where. The block destroved
was hoanded on the east by Harpet-st., on the north
by Budd-st., on the South by the Cincinnatd, Aamlliton
and Dayton Rallroad, and on the west by the Sonthwn
Railroad bridgn. FEvery factory, house and stable In
the squars was destroyed, with the exception of four
dwellings. .

The loss of tha ropewalk, & long wonden building,
waa about $8,000; thet of the Clnefnnati, Haumilton
and Dayton Raflroad, including fts twelve carw, all
of which were burnsd with shelr contents, & ahout
200,000, In additlon to the honses destroyed, thers

The indemnity for the own-
ers of the vessel amounted to $200,000, and that
for the ship's crew was $150,000. No shots
were fired during the release of the Haytien
Republic.  All has been quiet since the surrender
of the American vessel.

OF THE INDEMNITY.

Washington, Dee. 25.—Nothing is known in
Washington of the indemnity demanded by Ad-
miral Luce for the illegal seizare of the Haytien
Republic and the imprisonment of its captain and
crew by the llaytian Government. Seeretary
Whitney said to-night:

“No instructions were given to Admiral Lues
for an indemnity in money. Of conrse, this is »
matter entirely within the provinee of the Stata
Department, but if such instrnetions had been
given to the Admiral they would have passed
through the Navy Department. As a matter of
fact, however, they have not, and the statement
that Admiral Luce demanded $200,000 to in-
demnify the owners and $150,000 to indemnify.
the crew lacks all authority.

“I have reorived no communication from Haytd
since the announcement was made that the veseel
had been released. Neitber wns Admiral Luce in-
structed to demand a salute of the American flag.
The ecustomary proceedings in such matters, how-
ever, is for the vessel visiting » foreign country to
exchange salutes with the fort which may ha
situated in the harbor it is visiting, or with &
vessel lying at anehor in the harbor and fiying the
flag of the country. This Admiral Luce may have
deno. It is a matter of form and amounts to no
more than the shaking of hands between people
who may chance to meet.”

The Haytian Minister, Mr. Preston, likewise

had no knowledge of any money indemnity hav-
n:,;} been demanded of his country, He said to-
night.:

2 My only information comes through dispatahes
in the newspapers, 1 have no offielal confirma-
tion of the statement that the Haytien Hepublie
has been relensed.  The Duteh steamer ins
Maurits is due in New-York to-morrow. She
will probably curr{ the mail which will put me
in possession of all the facts attexding the re-
Jease of the vessel”

Seeretury Bayard eould not be reached® to-
night, but It is doubted in well-informed efr-
¢les that any such instructions ss the dispatch
received from Port-au-Prince seems to jmply we
given to Admiral Luce, and that if the Admirs
made any demand for » money indemnity and
insisted upon the American fing st sa lute
hefore he saluted the Haytinn flag, he neted
upen his own authority, though it is helieved
that at the same time fie announced to Seere-
tary Whitney the release of the Haytien Republis
e would have informed him of the details which
attended fr, m‘rmlnuv if they were of the natute
snch as the dispatch from Hayti would seem
to indicote.
